INVENTION TO HARVEST 
GRAIN WITHOUT EITHER 
BINDING OR ST KING 


Members and officials ot| the Pro- 
vincial Government headed} by Hon. 
Ged, Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, 
paid a visit to the farm of Je H. Haus- 
fer of Killam this week, Where Mr. 
; Hauser is perfecting a combination of 
linventions to harvest grain without 
| the necessity of binding ar stooking. 
Mr, Hauser has successfully estab- 
| shed a method of reaping! grain with- 
| nit use of binder twine or stookers. 
He uses an ordinary push binder with 
i2-foot swath, cutting to/a five or six 
inch stubble. An extension attach- 
ment to the machine is dropped on the 
second round of the fiell to the level 
of the machine table jthus running 
the grain from the second round out 
24 feet laying it on tap of the first 
winrow. The grain dries perfectly 
by lying on top of thd stubble. In 
threshing Mr. Hauser has been using 
a loader with an elevator which runs 
along under the winrow and lifts the 
grain into the loader.| By a patent 
arrangement the grain is unloaded 
from the loader to tHe separator in 
neat stacks Mr, Hauser’s plan is to 
perfect a combination! of the loader 
and thresher, So interested is the 
government in Mr. Hauser’s efforts 
to perfect his ideas dnd solve to a 
great extent the problem of harvest 
labor, that it is considering steps to 
assist him, and to procure the full 
benefit of his operations for the farm— 
ers of the province,

CLARESHOLM SCHOOL 
OF AGRICULTURE 


Opeaing of the 1923-24 term of the 
Schock of Agriculture at Claresholm, 
Alberta, will take place on October 30, 
and will continue until March 28th. 

It is hoped that a/ larger number of 
farmers than ever will be able to send 
their sons and daughters to this school 
during the coming winter. The 
courses which arej provided in agricul- 
ture and semaatls science are given 
free of charge,, jae are of the most 
practical nature,| calculating to fit the 
students for their future life om tae 
farm and for their responsibilities as 
citizens, 

No requirements are asked of the 
students entering these courses in the 
way of educational standing save the 
ability to read and write and to make 
use of what they learn. The courses 
are of two years’ duration, with terms 
of five months eath, arranged especial 
ly for the convenibnce of the boys and 
girls on the farm, The minimum age 
of entrance is 16, 

The course in agriculture lays em- 
phasis on animal and field husbandry, 
irrigation and farm mechanics, in- 
cluding practice in gas engineering, 
blacksmithing and carpentery. There 
is also instructiong in agricultural phy 
sics, chemistry, (bacteriology; farm 
management and Hookkeeping, mathe- 
matics and English. Entomology and 
botany are also tatight. 

The two-year course in domestic 
sciecnce affords opportunity for the 
young women of tHe province to train 
in the following subjects: Cooking, 
chemistry, English, foods, nursing, 
horticulture, household administration, 
laundry, mathematics, physical culture 
poultry, sanitation, sewing and tex- 
tiles. 

A well equipped dormitory is provid 
ed for the women students at the 
Claresholm school, under the super 
vision of the school officials, where 
board and room can be obtained at 
about $25 a month, . Men students can 
obtain board and room in private 
homes at from $25 td$32 a month.

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
; Service of the Department of the In- 
terior ut Ottawa says: 

So important are the alkali lakes of 
Western Canada considered that the 
Mines Branch of the Department of 
Mines is centinuing this year their 
investigation, with a view to determin- 
ing their distribution and character 
and estimating the quantities of sod- 
jum and magnesium salts available. 
Sodium sulphate, sodium carbonate 
and magnesium sulphate found in 
these deposits are important in indus- 
try and are at present largely import- 
ed for Canadian consumption. Sod- 
jum sulphate is the salt which occurs 
in largest quantity in these alkall 
lakes. At the present time the Can 
adian kraft paper industry is import- 
ing about 35,000 tons per annum o 
this product, and the gloss manufac- 
jturers are also using considerable 
quantities. 

It is probable that in the near future

Auto Owning Nation 


Production Has Practically Doubled In 
Ret Last Five Years 

Automobiles manufactured in Can- 
ada numbered 101,007 in 1922, accord- 
ing to a repert just compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau fo Statistics. This 
was an increase of 63 per cent. over 
the 1921 output. 

The total value of the cars man- 
ufactured, the figures show, was $81,- 
056,429. Capital invested in the in- 
dustry amounted to $13,831,084  Ma- 
terials utilized in construction had a 
Value of $54,408,719. Wages amount- 
ed to $18,531,084 and 7,334 persons 
were employed in the industry dur- 
ing the year, 

The automobile industry has ex- 
perieneed a remarkable dévelopment 
in Canada in the last five years. Pro- 
duction has prac uly doubled since 
1917. Capital invested has increased 
nearly 100 per cent, in thé period, 
and the value of production has grown 
from $54,466,273 to $81,056, 20. 

Most of the 
tured In Canada are sold in the Do- 
minion, although prosperous ex- 
port trade is being built up with 
South America, the United Kingdom, 
Australia, South Africa, Mexico, Nor- 
way, Sweden and the Netherlands, 
Automobiles registered in Canada 
now number 514,072, The Dominion 
stands second to the United States as 
the greatest automobile owning nation.

After pointing out that Hong Kong 
/is the logical distributing centre for 


Canadian firms are to secure the bulk | 
|of the flour business in China, one or 
two things must be done. Either 
(educate the Chinese to a greater use} 
‘of strong flour or else make the flour | 
to which they have become accustom 
ted.” 

The commissioner explains that 

while Canadian prices have’ been 
; satisfactory from the Oriental stand- 
| Point, the Chinese want a lower 
gluten content and a white flour than 
Canadian firms have been milling. 

Mr. Emery suggests that if Canadian 
mills would produce a product finer 
than at present, with a 20 per cent. 
gluten content, and bleach it to their 
required whiteness, there should be an 
opportunity for Canadian exporters to 
get\a much larger share of South 
China business than in the past.

Increase In Export of Wheat

Suggestion Gives Far Better Results 
| Than a Command 
(Did you “ever watch a pile driver 
| driving a great stake into the 
) ground? 
| “Down comes the great hammer} 
j And pounds the stake in a few 
jinches; down it falls, over and over 
vgain and the huge log’sinks a 
little lower at each blow. 

With all the pewerful modern ma- 
chinery that we, have, did you ever 
wonder why they didn’t devise some 
machine which would hit that stake 
hard enough to send it in with a single 
blow? 

Doubtless it could be done. But 
what do you suppose would happen to 
the stake afd the earth around it? A 
blow hard enough to drive a 12-inch 
log into the earth to the required 
depth, would shatter the log and make 
@ great shell hole where it was sup- 
posed to be. ‘The whole thing would 
end in a glorious noise, a glorious 
smash which would spell ruin. 

That isn’t the way we drive big 
stakes into the ground. Neither is 
that the way that we drive ideas into 
children’s heads, but’ some parents 
seem ,to think that it is. They de- 
liver a rule or a command with a 
smashing blow which is meant to set- 
tle a matter for all time. But all they 
| succeed in doing is to come down liko 
a pile driver which was stout enough 
to crash the idea and the mental soil 
around it. J 

Delivered with this kind of a blow, 
an idea enters a child's ~head and 
arouses only antagonism. 

Banging away at things, whether 
they are wooden piles or ideas, is 
dangerous business. 

That's what a doctor means when 
he says that be uses suggestion to 
cure his patients. Suggestion is no- 
thing more than planting ideas into 
people's heads and then driving them 
down deep by a series of gentle little 
taps. 

People who succeed in business use 


that method without knowing that 
they do. 
Suppose you crash into the man- 


ager’s office and tell him with all th 
force you have, what ought to he 
done. Right away he wonders 
who {fs running the business and he 
sets up a’kind of resistance.  Soffme- 
thing about the way you planted 
that idea made it go smash instead 
of falling gently into place and tak- 
ing root. é 

But suppose again that you drop 
into the office some day and plant 
your little thought seed with a kindly 
question or a modestly-made sugges- 
tion, You think it’s lost, but before 
you know it you may find out that the 
| boss is doing things in your way mer- 
rily and thinks it is his own way. 

Try this kind of idea pile driving 
with your children, 


Plant the seed of suggestion and 
keep tapping away at it with an- 
other suggestion the next day and 


the next and the next, Before you 
know it, that idea will have taken 
root and will be growing beautifully, 
while trying to smash it in all at

Forward Live Chicks Through Mail 
Although Against Regulations 
‘Although the shipping of live chicks 
|through the mails by parcel post is 
prohibited in* Canada the officials of 
the post office occasionally receive 
shipments of live chicks which have 
been accepted in the United States for 
delivery in Canada. The officials 
have the power to refuse the ship- 
ments and send them back to the point 
of shipping, but as this in most cases 
would mean the death of the chicks, 
the officials usually send the cases 

on to their destination. 

Many people wonder how it is that 
small chicks, only a few hours hatch- 
ed, can go a journey taking anywhero 
from 12 hours to three days, without 
food and yet arrive alive. This ex- 
planation is that a chick when hatch 
ed does not require food for from 48 
}to 72 hours. ‘The chick is ordered by 
{the poultrymen some days before it is 
| hatched and when the batch is hatch- 
ed it is put into specially prepared 
cases right away and started on its 
journey to the purchaser, As a rule 
all the chicks in the shipments come 
, through their first adventure in life in 
good health,
